Recorded Against It—Political End 
of House of Lords Forecasted If 
Liberals Are Successful In Appeal to 
the Country 


London, Dec. 1.—In the sedate, 


detached manner characteristic of the 
proceedings in the gilded 
chamber, 


and in direct disregard of-the advice 
of some of its ablest and oldest mem- 
bers, such ns Ilosebery, Morlcy, Lord 
James of Hereford, 
Lord 
Cromer, 


Lord Balfour of Burlelgh, the Earl of 
Lytlon, Lord Courtney and the Arch- 
bishops of Canterbury aud York, the 
.house of lords created a situation un- 
precedented in'English history, at 
least In 300 years, by refusing formal 
assent to the budget bill and referring 
It to the country itself for judgment, 
thereby, in theory, making it Illegal 
to collect taxes and carry oil the king's 
government. 


The vote was 350 against to 7B la. 


favor of the amendment. 


After six days' debate, notable for 


the high standard of the oratory, as 
well as for the able and convincing 
arguments arrayed on both sides for 
and against the budget, and placing in 
every possible light all the aspects of 
the great'constitutional questions in- 
volved, the house ol lords cleared for 
division at 11:30 o'clock last night. 


The scene was impressive, but in 


no sense exciting, except that the 
house was packed to its utmost ca- 
pacity and a great array of strange 
faces was seen on the benches owing 
to the presence of numbers of peers 
who only appear In the house in most 
exceptional cases. 


None would have supposed that the 


event proceeding was 
destined 
not 


only to prove memorable in the annals 
of British history, but possibly also 
involving far-reaching changes in the 
British constitution. 


The public galleries were crowded 


with peeresses, members of the house 
of commons, ambassadors and others, 
but in the Jiouse itself complete calm 
prevailed. 


The vote was on Lord Lansdowne's 


amendment that the house was not 
justified in giving its consent to the 
bill until it had been submitted to the 
judgment of; the country. 


When tile vote was announced, just 


before midnight, a few mixed cheers 
were heard. 
The Earl of Crewe Im- 


mediately moved an adjournment and 
the house rose. 


David Lloyd-George, chancellor of 


the exchequer, author of the budget, 
and the man of the hour in England, 
has precipitated the greatest politi- 
cal crisis England has seen in a cen- 
tury. 
He is bitterly denounced as a 


Socialist on the one side, and praised 
as a great statesman on the other. 


The house of lords In rejecting' the 


budget has violated the long-standing 
unwritten law of England that the up- 
per branch shall not interfere witli 
finance bills originating in the house 
of commons. 


The Liberal party in .appealing to 


the country will make the house of 
lords the main issue, and. if success- 
ful it means the political end of that 
body. 


It is undisputed that if the Liberal 


part]' Is successful home rule for Ire- 
land is virtually assured. 


England faces the greatest political 


crisis in a century and no election 
during that time is fraught with such 
momentous consequences as the one 
to come as a result of tho action of 
the house of lords. , 


The opponents of the budget will en- 


deavor to win on the basis of a tariff 
reform issue, the entering wedge for 
a stiff protective tariff to replace the 
present free trade policy.

Meyer's plan of naval reorganization, 
Willie It. will be held by some authori- 
ties to bo extremely radical, is re-

members of congress as u definite and 
courageous step to improve conditions 
In the navy. 


It is very radical compared witii 


the chaotic conditions of half a dozen 
years ago, before any stops toward 
more businesslike administration had 
been taken on a large scale; but with 
the reforms recently instituted, cul- 
minating in the bold stroke of True- 
man H. Newberry in the last days of. 
the Roosevelt administration, it is 
to be considered rather as a develop- 
ment than a revolution. 


Representative Roberts of Massa- 


chusetts has been for ten years a 
member of the committee on naval af- 
fairs and is well acquainted with the 
naval situation. 
He has studied the 


Meyer plan carefully and has talked 
with the secretary at times regarding 
the general situation. 


"Whether the Meyer plan succeeds 


or 
falls," said 
Roberts, "Secretary 


Meyer should bo given great credit 
for making an effort to, improve con- 
ditions. A secretary of the navy can 
ilo what the committee on naval affairs 
cannot do, and Mr. Meyer, In study-' 
ing the present system until ho under- 
stands 11 thoroughly, and In framing 
a scheme of his own to make the ser- 
vice more efficient, has dono good 
work whether It remains or not. 


"Secretary Newberry aimed to place 


the yards on a basis of absolute busi- 
ness efficiency by simplifying admin- 
istration nnd centralizing effort. 
lie 


consolidated the shops In the yards 
and placed a naval constructor in 
charge of industrial work, 
fjie plan 


brought good results In som'C direc- 
tions and created great friction In oth- 
ers In placing staff officers over line 
odlcers and sometimes superiors. 


"Mr. 
Meyer alms to treat tho navy 


yards as repair rather than manufac- 
turing plants. 
He thus recognizes 


tho principle that there Is no real 
analogy between n plant which turns 
out Identical products repeatedly and 
an emergency plant which must bu 
equipped to care for a great variety 
of worlf, ng varied as accidents them- 
selves, 


"The great utility of a navy yard is 


that it shall bo available In times of 
war, when repairs can bo made ex- 
pralltiously. I do not quite agree with 
the idea of Mr. 
Meyer that 
ships 


should be built chiefly outside with 
only enough work in the yards to pro- 
vide competition and protect the gov- 
ernment against overcharges. 
Ships 


should be built neither all outside nor 
all Inside navy yards. 


"A certain amount of construction 


should be going on all the time. 
By 


tills plan the skilled men are kept to- 
gether, and are available for every 
emergency, where, 
with spasmodic 


work, they are laid off, nnd often it 
is very hard to get highly skilled men 
when they arc most needed. It Is true 
that government-built ships cost n lit- 
tle more than private built, but not 
much. 


"Mr. Meyer's plan of a division of 


tho single manufacturing department 
into two parts, those having to do 
with hull and machinery, is that fol- 
lowed in all successful private plants 
which are operated for profit. New- 
berry recognized as well as Meyer that 
naval work can never he reduced to 
tho economical basis of a 
private 


manufacturing plant, for military rea- 
sons . 


"Tho naval committee always has 


wanted to modify the bureau system 
and Meyer has 
done tho practical 


thins in suggesting that the bureau of 
equipment be abolished. This at least 
Is a definite step.

tion of a shell at longo range Is es- 
timated by a mere calculation based 
on tbe short-range test of the trial 
ground. It is generally assumed that 
at long range the longer axis of the 
shell, coincides with the 
trajectory;

A Mathematical Sharp. 


Brigadier General Tusker II. Hliss,

Heat For the Capitol. 


The huge power plant which "Uncle 


Sam has erected at a cost of $1,300,- 
000 to carry light, beat and power to 
the capltol, Iho library of congress, 
the senate and house office buildings 
and tho const and geodetic survey 
buildings will soon bo in operation. 
This does not moan that the plant will 
lie entirely completed, but It does 
mean that steam from the' great boil- 
ers will be sent to the capitol nnd its 
auxiliary buildings and senators- and 
representatives will be warming their 
bands over tbe radiators filled by this 
si cam.

The power plant stands, on the site 


of old Garileia park. In the southeast 
section of. the city, about 3,500 feet 
from the capltol. .It is even farther 
from the senate office building, lint 
the engineers reckon that there will 
be little lost heat and power in the 
long journey that those commodities 
-will have to make from the plant. 


The plant itself, aside from tbe pow- 


erful machinery which It will contain, 
is large. Twin smokestacks lower 212 
feet Into the .air.,. The boiler/room, 
containing sixteen GOO-horscpower holl- 
ers. Is 1GO feet long and S" feet -1 
inches wide. The lurbl.-ib room, which 
is located in ihe front of the building. 
Is 112 feet long:by 85 wide. Every- 
thing about the plant gives the Impres- 
sion of vast power.

waves and. combined with the sbal- 
lownei-:s of inland seas, cause them to 
perform antics that seem most si range. 


The depth of water has much to do 


with tidal irregularities.

open ocean, when the tide is abyssmal
